This  morning,  CCA  members  heard  about  the  County's  water  resilience  and  storm 
water  management  plans,  Metro’s  six  month  closure  of  6th  St.  at  Flower,  and  about 
Metro’s  plans  for  the  West  Santa  Ana  Branch  rail  line. 

Last  year,  Supervisor  Sheila  Kuehl  introduced  a  motion  stating  the  County’s  goal 
for  water  sustainability  should  be  no  net  increase  in  total  water  consumption,  which 
will  only  apply  to  the  unincorporated  areas  of  the  County.  Under  this  plan,  water 
conservation  best  practices  would  be  applied  to  in-fill  development,  while  best 
practices  and  a  menu  of  conservation  practices  would  apply  to  greenfield 
developments.  The  County  is  also  investigating  in-lieu  fees  from  certain  types  of 
greenfield  developments  to  pay  for  conservation  at  schools  and  other,  older  large 
water  users. 

The  County  is  also  working  on  a  Water  Resilience  Action  Plan,  where  it  is  revisiting 
its  2013  stormwater  management  proposal  and  parcel  tax.  The  Plan,  still  in  its 
initial  phases,  outlines  integrated  and  multi-jurisdictional  strategies  to  increase 
drought  preparedness  and  local  water  self-reliance,  and  improve  water  quality  to 
make  the  region  more  water  independent.  The  Plan  would  identify  project  types 
and  strategies  that  improve  storm  and  ground  water  management  while  also 
providing  community  amenities.  Unlike  2013,  this  Plan  is  more  about  supply  than 
about  compliance.  The  Supervisors  directed  relevant  County  agencies  to  report 
back  on  potential  funding  mechanisms  that  could  be  used  to  implement  the  Plan. 
This  will  likely  mean  a  countywide  parcel  tax,  however  it  may  include  provisions  to 
credit  property  owners  for  mitigations  and  other  best  practices  they  already  have  in 
place.  County  staff  will  continue  to  come  to  CCA  to  make  presentations  as  this 
proposal  unfolds,  to  get  feedback  about  what  is  workable  and  what  would  be  a

As  part  of  the  on-going  Regional  Connector  rail  line  construction  work,  Metro  will 
be  closing  6th  Street  between  Flower  and  Hope  Streets.  This  closure  will  begin  in 
May  and  is  expected  to  last  six  months.  This  is  required  because  three  obsolete 
and  dangerous  100  year  old  underground  electrical  vaults  have  been  found  at  the 
Flower  and  6th  street  intersection.  As  part  of  the  ongoing  cut  and  cover  process  for 
the  Regional  Connector,  underground  electric  lines  must  be  relocated  and  these 
vaults  must  be  removed.  Lanes  along  Flower  St.  will  also  be  closed  periodically. 
Metro  discussed  its  outreach  plan,  which  will  involve  working  with  LADOT  and 
Caltrans  to  post  signage  well  ahead  of  time  notifying  drivers  about  the  closures 
and  providing  alternative  routes.  Metro  is  also  working  with  local  property  owners 
on  mitigation  plans,  as  the  intersection  includes  residential  and  hotel  properties 
that  will  be  affected  by  the  work  continuing  over  multiple  daily  shifts. 

Metro  also  discussed  the  traffic  impacts  tt  the  Flower  and  4th  St.  intersection  when 
the  Tunnel  Boring  Machine  is  removed,  broken  down  and  transported  back  to  Little 
Tokyo  to  begin  digging  a  second  Regional  Connector  tunnel.  This  will  likely  begin 
in  late  May  or  early  June  and  will  lead  to  Flower  being  reduced  to  two  lanes  for 
eight  weeks. 

The  West  Santa  Ana  Branch  (WSAB)  Project  is  a  20-mile  segment  of  a  34-mile  rail 
corridor  that  will  connect  Downtown  Los  Angeles  to  Artesia  and  other  southeast 
Los  Angeles  County  destinations.  Density  along  this  line  is  almost  five  times  higher 
than  in  the  County  as  a  whole.  Metro  is  beginning  its  outreach  to  stakeholders 
before  beginning  its  EIR  scoping  process.  Staff  presented  the  four  different  routes 
that  will  be  studied.  The  four  potential  routes  will  go  through  the  Arts  District  and 
into  Union  Station,  including  two  running  up  Alameda  Blvd.,  one  through  Santa  Fe 
Avenue  and  Vignes,  and  one  along  Alameda  over  to  Merrick  and  Little  Tokyo. 
These  routes  would  either  be  elevated  or  below  ground  once  they  are  north  of  the 
1-1 0  freeway.  And  south  of  Downtown,  two  of  the  potential  routes  could  be 
elevated  above  the  Blue  Line  in  order  to  relive  overburdened  ridership  on  that  line. 
Construction  could  begin  as  early  as  2021  on  the  southern  section  of  the  route  with 
the  norther  section  possibly  beginning  in  2028,  although  potential  P3s  could  speed 
this  timeframe  up.  CCA  members  were  very  eager  to  see  this  line  come  through 
the  Arts  District.  The  scoping  process  should  begin  in  May  or  June  and  Metro  staff 
will  return  to  the  committee  to  update  the  project  during  this  process.

<  CCA  IN  ACTION 


Today,  CCA  spoke  at  the  City 
Planning  Commission  (CPC)  regarding 
the  revised  Bicycle  Parking  Ordinance. 
We  asked  the  commission  to  allow 
bike  parking  within  residential  units, 
increase  the  flexibility  for  bike  parking 
requirements  and  to  establish  a  tiered 
parking  requirement  so  large  projects 
are  not  overburdened.  Greater 
flexibility  for  bike  parking  and 
establishing  a  tiered  structure  will 
ensure  that  ground  floors  are  active 
and  city  policies  are  not  competing 
with  one  another.  We  also  encouraged 
CPC  to  increase  the  incentive  to  help 
locate  more  Metro  bike  share  facilities. 
CPC  increased  the  bike  share 
provision  from  1 00  feet  to  500  feet, 
asked  for  a  report  back  in  two  years 
regarding  bike  share  and  required 
short  term  parking  to  be  on  the  ground 
floor.  CPC  approved  the  revised 
ordinance  and  it  will  now  be 
considered  by  the  Planning,  Land  Use 
and  Management  Committee.

California’s  Housing  Future:  Challenges  &

CCA  submitted  a  comment  letter  to  the  California  Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  to  provide  recommendations  regarding  the  draft  of  their 


On  Tuesday,  CCA  testified  before  the 
Planning  and  Land  Use  Management 
Committee  (PLUM)  in  support  of 
streamlining  the  process  for  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  to  declare  a  shelter 
emergency.  We  also  spoke  in  support  of 
expanding  the  definition  of  “shelter  for 
the  homeless”  to  include  more  types  of 
facilities  and  providers  to  be  consistent 
with  state  law.  In  addition,  we 
appreciate  the  work  of  City  Planning  to 
identify  additional  zones  where 
non-profit  organizations  can  operate 
shelters,  beyond  what  is  currently 
defined  in  Section  12.81  of  the  LAMC. 
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recent  report,  California's  Housing  Future:  Challenges  &  Opportunities.  The  report 
highlighted  the  extent  of  the  housing  crisis  and  stated  that  new  housing  production 
in  California  averaged  less  than  80,000  units  per  year  for  the  last  10  years,  which 
is  far  below  the  projected  need  of  180,000  new  homes  annually.  CCA’s  letter 
commented  on  pending  state  legislation  that  would  support  housing  production 
and  offered  recommendations  for  representatives  to  consider.
